cupants of the trench. At night large 
numbers of the enemy could collect 
there, and the dangerous space to 
them would merely be the distance 
from your fire trench to the crest of 
the mill. 

Would Give Enemy Control. 

The enemy could and would en- 
trench themselves on their side of 
the crest and by raising their parapet 
enjoy the advantage of a higher 
front, which would eventually lead 
to their entirely controlling the area 
behind your trenches, which are con- 
tinually used by the relief and fatigue 
parties. 

It is a principle that grazing rifle 
fire upon a defensive enemy is more 
effective than plunging fire, but any 
entrenched position higher than your 
own held by an enemy gives them a 
tremendous advantage. Regardless 
of what opinion may be held as to 
the maximum depth of a field of fire 
required to meet or repel attacks, 
whether en masse or in open order, 
it should be obvious that the greater 
the depth of the field of fire and the 
more extensive the view of the ene- 


my’s operations, the better it will be’ 


for the defending forces. 

Protection from and localization of 
artillery fire must be provided bv the 
internal construction of the trench 
rather than by a position that pro- 
tects but also restricts the field of 
fire. There are frequently found in 
front of a firing line small areas of 
ground which are not covered by di- 
rect fire from your trench. A flank- 
ing fire frequently can cover these 
areas, but in spite of this, they must 
be watched constantly by means of 
listening posts or concealed observa- 
tion posts, which may be hidden by 
the banks of rivers, hedges, ruined 
houses, or whatever natural existing 
coneealment renders observation pos- 


sible. 


Protect Listening Posts. 

At night, it is a safe principle to 
support listening posts by automatic 
rifles, trip wires with noise making 
arrangements attached to them. 
Great care and caution must always 
be taken to prevent the discovery 
of these listening posts by the enemy, 
and when discovered, alternative 
posts should be made or greater care 
taken for the protection of the men 
occupying these posts, such as over- 
head protection by mesh wire against 
bombing, and the upkeep of a small 
supply of bombs and close-range wea- 
pons in the post. The important 
trenches on the front having beon 
located with a view of protecting the 
immediate front and with due regard 
to their relation, tactically to the 
other trenches already locatéd, the 
connecting trenches obviously must 
be subservient to the more important 
ones. Every endeavor must be made 
to avoid enfilade fires in the flanks, 
to give and to receive mutual support, 
and in particular to support those 
flanks which are not protected other- 
wise. 

It is an essential consideration in 
the location of all these trenches 
that lateral communications can be 
established, and that supplies, sup- 
ports, reserves, ammunition, etc., to- 
gether with the means of retiring if 
necessary be taken into account. The 
distance from the water supply and 
the possibility of concealing ap- 


proaches is a further governing fac_ 


tor, although in many cases an ideal 
condition cannot be realized. 


Ground Must Be Studied. 

Then there :s the counter attack, 
in case the fire trench should be taken, 
and the kind of soil which is so es- 
sential to its relation to bad waether 
and water seepage—these also require 
thought and study. 

These things are main considera- 
tions to be kept in mind after a lino 
has been settled on, whether during 
attack or whether setting trenches 
under common circumstances, that 
these things be given instant consider- 
ation and proper action taken. 

Were such a thing as concealment 
possible, it should be the first thing 
of importance to be kept in mind.

Rumania has turned to the pen, and with tt

Queen Marie was married to King Ferdt- 
nand in 1893, and was then the Princess 
Marte of Edinburgh, the daughter of Alfred 
I, Duke of Saxe Coburg and Gotha, Prince 
of Great Britain and Ireland. Noted for her 
beauty, tdolized by her people, she has de- 
voted herself to Red Cross work and the care 
of her stricken people ever since the entry of 
Rumania into the war. 

In devoting her pen to the cause of her 
adopted country, Queen Marie has followed 
the example of her husband’s aunt, the late 
Queen Elizabeth (Carmen Sylva), whose 
charming books of poetry and prose deal al- 
most entirely with the customs and folklore 
of Rumania. In this article Queen Marie 
gives a graphic picture of war-torn Ru- 
mania.

In joyous crowds the young soldiers thronged 
the carriages; others had been before me to deck 
their caps, their tunics, even their horses and 
cannons, with bright violet asters of every shade. 
The prodigious radiance of sunset fell over all 
those flowers, enhancing their beauty, as though 
even the heavens were doing their utmost to ren- 
der more blessed the departure of those eager 
boys, who so gayly were going to death. 

Hurriedly I ran toward the moving carriages, 
distresed at being late. A.great shout mount- 
ed from a thousand throats as they recognized 
me and a shower of flowers fell at my feet. 


From their caps, their tunics, their cannons 
they tore away the flowers that had been given 
them to shower them over their Queen, while the 
usual chorus mounted to the skies: “May you 
become Empress! Empress of all the Ru- 
mentess. © °° * 

And always more flowers fell over me; my 
arms were full; my hands could hardly hold 
them; the ground was purple where I stood 
* a a 

Long did I remam there after the train had 
disappeared. A trail of smoke against the orange 
sky alone marked its passage, and all those fad- 
ing flowers at my feet. 

As one looks at the incomprehensible, I gazed 
at those two long rails running into the infinite, 
there seeming to join their separate ways and 
wondered toward what fate those youths were 
hurrying; wondered if their dream would be 
realized; especially I wondered how many would 
come back. * * * 

The sun had set, the smoke had dissolved into 
nothing; the voices. of my soldiers were but a 
remembrance * * * slowly I turned my feet 
toward home. * * * 

All day long I have been moving among the 


wounded, wandering from ward to ward—they. 


all want me to come among them; each soldier 
desirous to see his Queen.

Never do I leave a call unanswered; every- 
where do I go; no sight is too sad, no fatigue is 
too great, no way too long, but sometimes it is 
to me as though I were wandering through some 
never-ending dream. 


Bed beside bed they lie there, and all eyes meet 
me, follow me, :cansume me; never before have I 
known what it means to be the prey of so many 
eyes * * * they seem to be drawing my heart 
from my bosom, to be a weight I can hardly 
bear! , 


I bend over suffering faces, clasp outstretched 
hands, lay my fingers upon heated brows, gaze 
into dying eyes, listen to whispered words—and 
everywhere the same wish follows me: “May 
you become Empress! Empress of all the Ru- 
manians!” Stiffening lips murmur it to me, 
hopeful voices cry it out to me; it goes with ms 
wherever I move: “What matter our suffering 
as long as you become Empress. Empress of all 
the Rumanians!” Infinitely touching are rhe 
words when they mount toward me from the 
beds of so many wounded, who sees in me the 
realization, the incarnation of the dream for 
which they are giving their lives. . 


It makes me feel so small, so humble before 
their stoic endurance; tears come to my eyes and 
yet, becuse of the beauty of it, I have a great 
wish to thank God. 


Why should I be chosen to represeat an ideal? 
Why should just I be the symbol? What right 
have I to stand above them, to buy glory with 
the shedding of their blood? * * ® 

And always more tenderly do I pass from bed 
—. 

That was at-a time when hope still sang in

murmuring something that at first I could not 
understand. The man had no face, no eyes; all 
was swathed in blood-stained cloths. .Then, as 
though from very far, came the words, the 
same brave words: ‘May the great God protect 
you. May He let you live to become Empress— 
Empress of all the Rumanians!” 


But One of the Dying. __ 


It was to me as though something very won- 
derful had quite suddenly descended upon the 
distress of my soul, something very holy, very 
beautiful; but that was almost more than I could 
bear. * * * Touching had been that wish 
when hope shone before us like a star, but now 
it was more than touching, it was grand and 
sacred, for it was pronounced at an hour when 
darkest disaster had overthrown our land, when 
inch by inch our armies were retreating before 
the all-invading foe. There in that chamber of 
suffering those dying lips still spoke of the hope 
they clung to, of the dream that, in spite of sac- 
rifice, death and misery, one day must surely 
come true. * * * 

That dying man was but one of many, a voice 
out of the unknown, a martyr; without a 
name; but his words had gone home to my 


heart. 

As I bent over him, laying my hand gently 
upon his crimson-stained rags, I prayed to God 
to listen to his wish; prayed that the blood of 
so many humble heroes should not be given in 
vain; prayed that when that great hour of lib- 
eration should sound at last an echo of the 
shout of victory that day would sound over 


all our land, should reach the heart of this name- 


less one beyond the shadow into which he was 
sinking, so that even beyond the grave he should 
still have a share in the glory his living eyes 
were not destined to see. * * *

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INFLUENCES IN HIGHER EDUCATION. 
Impeachment proceedings sometimes have ex- 
cellent points. Texans are learning from the trial 
of Gov. James E. Ferguson how the escape of a 
man charged with a crime came near to being the 
means of turning out of office President R. E. 
Vinson of the State University. 

When the fight over the State University be- 
gan, Wilbur P. Allen was chairman of the Board 
of Regents by appointment from the Governor. He 
was supposed to be a stanch supporter of Dr. 
Vinson. In testimony offered at the impeach- 
ment trial he was quoted by Franz Fiset, a friend 
of the school, as supporting Dr. Vinson in April. 
It was late in the day on June 6 that Fiset learned, 
to his dismay, that Allen regarded Dr. Vinson as 
“utterly incompetent and utterly unfit for the 
office,” and that he “showed no signs of amount- 
ing to anything.” The testimony of Fiset was 
corroborated by other reputable men. 

Then the prosecution of the impeachment in- 
troduced records showing that early on June 6 
Gov. Ferguson had remitted a $5000 bail bond to 
Allen and others.

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STATE COUNCILS OF DEFENSE. 

The various State Councils for Nationa] De- 
fense are already hailed in some communities as 
filling a long-felt need. 

In Louisiana, for instance, the Legislature has 
placed at the disposal of the council the State 
police power and, through -resolution, the local 
police and courts are instructed to give requests 
of the counci] precedence over all other busi- 
ness. A sigh of relief went up from apprehensive 
Louisianans when the council's first order went 
out. It was that all vagrants be arrested at once 
and mobilized for work on farms. 

The next step was to arrange for the extension 
of the Home Marketing Bureau of the State. The 
} greatest accomplishment in Louisiana, as in other 
states, has been the bringing together of a])] farm 
and parish improvement associations and ¢o- 
ordinating their work through an appeal to pa- 
triotism. 

In Oklahoma there {is another type of work. 
The council there has no power and no funds. 
But despite that handicap, county councils have 
been organized and by working through existing 
organizations, the agricultural, manufacturing, oil 
and mining {interests have been co-ordimated and 
the formation of a State-wide “Chamber of Com- 
merce” ig a part of the program.

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AFTER THE ALIEN SLACKER. 
The bill making aliens subject to the draft will 
be gratifying to a certain sentiment in the coun- 
try and undoubtedly embodies a measure of jus- 
tice. Many of the aliens whom it affects have 
come to this country to make their home here and 
their failure to obtain naturalization must be as- 
sumed to indicate an indifference to the privi- 
leges and a desire to evade the obligations of citi- 
zens. However, we know that an attempt to im- 
}press a native-born American into the German 
ranks while we were still neutral might have oc- 
casioned considerable outcry, In a few instances 
we attempted to force the release of naturalized 
Americans taken under the color of a dual alle- 
giance into the armies of belligerent countries 
where they were visiting at the opening of the 
war. How far will the passage of the bill set a 
precedent under which revolutionary leaders in 
Latin America might force Americans temporarily 
domiciled in their country to fight for them? 
However, Senators in whom full confidence 
may: be placed foresee no future embarrassments 
from the bill and regard it as wise and equitable.

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NEUTRALIZING THE U-BOAT PERIL. 
One of the very best known of the Atlantic 


ferrryboats. was the Minnehaha. The Atlantic 
transport line to which she belonged is largely 
owned by .Americans, though its ships sailed 
under the British flag, and for years was the 
favorite line of the people of the stage ebetween 
America and Europe, thousands of actors and 
actresses having been carried by the Minnehaha. 
The sinking of such a vessel by U-boats means 
more to us than the sinking of some tramp 
steamer or other ship whose name is unfamiliar, 
and adds appeal to Secretary Daniels’ recommen- 
dation for building an enormous fleet of de- 
stroyers. The encounter in which she was lost is 
believed to be one referred to in earlier dis- 
patches as having resulted’ in the destruction of 
one of the attacking submarines. With a larger 
force of destroyers, possibly all the submarines 
might have been sunk and many of those killed 
on the Minnehaha saved. 

Since the United States entered the war the 
fact has been definitely established that the de- 
stroyer is the most effective enemy of the sub- 
marine. 


: REVIVING A LOST ART. 

Inasmuch as Boston’s fiat on educational fash- 
fons is heard respectfully by the pedagogues of 
the land, there seems to be hope, at last, that 
the lost art of spelling is to be revived. Time 
was when the boys and girls came out of our 
schools with a knowledge of how to spell, even 
if they didn’t know much of anything else. 
Sometimes today one feels like saying petulantly 
that they know a little of everything else end 
almost nothing about spelling. 

The Boston Superintendent of Schools, how- 
ever, has made a solemn resolution that every 
child who enters high school must know thor- 
oughly how to spell at least 3000 words, “where 
hitherto he.has half known how to spell 30,000.” 
Three thousand words doesn’t sound like a great 
amount when the tremendous English vocabu- 
lary is considered, but it is safe to predict that 
no single list of that number could be found

HOW TO SAVE A TIRE. 


Many motorists are inclined to be- 
lieve that all the mileage in a tire 
is right there in each tire when it’s 
bought. This, however, is a mistaken 
idea. <A driver can take the mileage 
out of the life of his tires by careless | 
driving or he can put more miles into 
a tire by giving it greater care. 

“Watching for small tread cuts and 
curing them is one effective way in | 
which the miles may be added to any 
tire,” is the suggestion of A. N. Stan- 
ley of the Fisk Rubber Co. 

“By the rolling action of the tire, 
water and. sand are sucked and 
pushed into the ,small cut, and the 
tread becomes loose and separated 
from the fabric. 

‘Yack up the wheel s0 you can 
work on the tire when it,is inflated; 
wash it with soap and water, revolve 
the wheel slowly towards you, exam- 
inig the tread for cuts. Upon seeing 
what appears to be a cut, probe it

Fraud in Their Transfer Alleged 
by Receiver for Sanitary Street 
Flushing Machine Co. 


Thomas T. Fauntleroy, as receiver 
of the Sanitary Street Flushing Ma- 
chine Co., yesterday filed suit against 
the Studebaker Corporation, a $40,- 
000,000 Indiana concern. to recover 
assets alleged to be worth $500,000. 
It is alleged that a year ago the 
property of the Sanitary company 
was acquired by a subsigfary cor- 
poration of the Studebaker concern 
after years of patent Titigation be- 
tween the two companies. 

The receiver says the Sanitary 
company won in the lower courts, 
and appeal was taken by the Stude- 
baker Corporation, which later dis- 
missed the appeal. -Meantime, it is 
alleged, Charles Sutter, president of 
the Sanitary company, and Michael 
J. Hurley, of ‘“‘Baroness Bab” brench | 


|of promise suit fame, made an ar- | 
|rangement by which Hurley took a | 
note of $12,000 of the Sanitary com- | 
| pany on an alleged loan. Two months | 
‘later Hurley foreclosed, and all of | 
the property of the Sanitary com- | 
pany was transferred to the Efficient 
Contracting and Supply Co., which 
it is averred, was organized by Hur- 
ley. Then the property was conveyed 
to the Studebaker Municipal Utilities 
Company. 

Conspiracy on the part of Sutter, 
| Hurley and the defendant company 
is alleged. The receiver avers that 
Sutter has received about $37,500 
and Hurley $38,000 in the transac- 
tion. Sutter was the principal stock- 
holder. 

Subsequently Hurley and Sutter 
disagreed and Hurley was the prin- 
cipal witness for plaintiff stock- 
holders of the Sanitary company in 
the receivership suit heard by Judge | 
‘'Garesche in July. Sutter, at this | 
trial, denied the allegations in the| 
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41 years. .

CORFU, Island of Corfu, Aug. 3.—/ 


Emperor William's famous summer 
palace of Achillion, on a height over- 
looking the Bay of Corfu, had the 
French flag flying over it when we 
drové up for a visit today. At the 
gateway the arms of the Hohenzol- 


lerns blazed from the massive iron 


gates thrown back on either side. 
But-these proud arms were for the 
moment obscured by the solid ranks 
of French soldiers, native troops from 
French Senegal in the heart of Af- 
rica, black as coal, in the French 
gray uniform with red fez. They sa- 
luted the French offieers as we 
passed through the gate, and their 
trumpeter sent a French bugle call 


echoing through tne German Emper- 4, 


or’s gardens. 

All about were 
French had replaced German direc- 
tion at this imperial, establishment, 
and that instead of being a summer 
plaything for majesty, it was now be- 
ing put to some real use. The islana 
itself is temporarily under a French 
Governor. French battleships ana 
cruisers crowd the harbof and doml- 
nate the heights, and French soldiers 
and sailors make up a considerable 


part of this medley of races emptied | 


into Corfu by the stress of war. Here 
at the palace grounds we passed 
French Red Cross nurses tending 
wounded French soldiers in the olive 
groves, and one of the high officers 
of the French medical service came 
from the palace to greet the party as 
it arrived. ‘ 

This palace of the Emperor is one 
of the curiosities of the East and is 
typi 
genius which conceived it. There are 
palaces the wofld over, but nothing 
quite like this exists anywhere. Only 
Emperor WilHam could have devel- 
oped such an idea. The whole scheme 
is imperial-and heroic. The palace 
is planted on the very spot where 
Ulysses came for his sojourns, and 
from the imperial chamber one looks 
out on the classic island of Ulysses 
where the great hero spent his leisure 
hours. Like Ulysses, Emperor Wil- 
liam came here for his leisure, and 
every May until the war began the 
imperial yacht circled Europe from 
the North Sea to the Eastern Medi- 
terranean in order that he might 
enjoy these classic and heroic sur- 
roundings during the loveliest period 
of the year. 

The. palace dominates a vast 
stretch of land and water—Albania, 
just acress the strait, then Greek 
Epirus to the south, the mountains 
and valleys of Corfu near at hand, 
Italy lying low in the dim distance 
to the west, and the clear blue wa- 
ters of the Adriatic reaching in all 
directions through the tangle of 


islands. It is suggestive of imperial- 


* ism, and’one thinks of wha® Emperor 
William had in mind when he looked 
out on this circle of many lands and 
their strategic waters. 

There is one definite clue to his 
thoughts, in the heroic statue of 
Achilles which he built at the high- 
est point dominating all this land 
and water. The statue is of bronze, 
showing the hero armed from head 
to foot, sword'in hand and shield on 
his breast, straining forward for the 
fight and looking intently out on this 
empire of foreign lands and~waters 
spread at his feet. Perhaps Willitim 
had in mind soniething more than 
a toy palace dedicated to Ulysses ana 
Achilles, and that the old Trojan 
heroes revived. dreams ‘of universal 
conquest. 

The palace is of white marble, 
| sauandly ¢ and solidly built after the 
Greek classical design, with the sug- 
gestion that a German hand had 


- modernized the old -Glassical lines. 


~ Along the middle front,. facing the 


sea, runs a deep wide marble gallery 


‘or porch, and, similar wide -galteries 
are at the eastern ed where the en- 
trance is* located. .

We pay no attention, for we have 
heard these words before.

But Picard is not in a nor- 
ma state and his heart, dwelling on 
his own four children, goes out in 
sympathy to the German. 

“You also have four children?’’ 
he asks weakly. “What age are

fumes. 

Suddenly violent spells of cough- 
ing break the silence. The officers 
look around anxiousiv. Who have 
not put on their masks? The wound- 
ed men? Surely not. They were 
the first to be loeked after. 

“Namo of a name of a little good 
man,” it is the prisoners. “It is to 
laugh,”’ and muffled peals of laugh- 
ter mingle with the suffocated 
coughing of the Germans, who are 
tasting their own medicine. It was 
cruel, but we did not care. So good 
a joke seldom comes to enliven the 
monotony of trench l‘fe. 

But now we must again man the 
“ereneaux.” The gas may hide an- 
other German attack. We fire 
blindly into the cloud bank and our 
machine guns bear us company. 

The gas drives past us on the 
freshening wind. There ere no Ger- 
mans behind it. We return to the 
shelters to fan vut the fumes that re- 
main. 

Most of the German prisoners are 
dead. Some few writhe on the 
ground, little better off. 

Poor wounded Picard lfes motion- 
less on his stretcher. So his wound 
was fatal after all We wender if 
we could have saved him by get- 
ting him to the dressing station at 
once. But suddenly we notice that

“Prisoners of war who have been 
at least 18 months in captivity and 
who are suffering from ‘barbed wire 
disease’ shall for the future be rec- 
ognized as suitable for internment in | 
Switzerland or other neutral coun- 
try. If, after being interned there for 
three months, a considerable im- 
provement in health is not observ- 
able the disease will be treated as 
serious and-the prisoner entitled to 
be considered for repatriation. 

‘With the consent of the Swiss 
Government there shall be effectu- 
ated in August and September of this 
year a complementary internment in 
Switzerland of prisoners who were 
in captivity prior to Nov. 1, 1916. 
The examination for this purpose 
shall be conducted by two commis- 
sions, each composed of three Swiss 
doctors and three doctors of the cap- 
tor state. In case the commission is 
equally divided in opinion the senior |= 
Swiss medical officer shall have the 
casting vote. 

Cases for Commissions. 

“The classes of prisoners whose 
cases afe to be decided upon by these 
commissions are: 

“(a) Prisoners of war, who have 
already been selected as fit for in- 
ternment in a neutral country by the 
traveling medical commission, but 
whose cases have been adjourned for 
future consideration. 

“(b) Prisoners of whom it has 
been known that they have been ill 
(for some time, but have, for un- 
known reasons, not been recognized 
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“(c) Prisoners who, by mistake or 
inadvertence, have not had their 
cases brought before the traveling 
commission, or who have been un- 
able to appear before it. 

“All prisoners who have been des- 
ignated by the complementary exam- 
ination as being fit for internment 
shall be transferred to Switzerland 
as soon as practicable. 

“In order to gain room for the 
complementary internment the Brit- 
ish prisoners interned by the German 
Government and the German prison- 
ers interned by the British Govern- 
ment who need a long time for their 
complete recovery shall be repatri- 
ated from Switzerland in August and 
September next, according to the 
agreement for the reciprocal ex- 
change of the severely wounded and 
seriously {iL 

“As soon as possible after the ex- 
amirfation commissions, composed of 
two medical officers of a neutral 
State and three medical officers df 
the captor State, shall proceed to ex- 
amine the prisoners, who have been 
recommended for interment by the 
camp medical officers of the captor 
State after having made a thorough 
examination according to the new 
schedule of disabilities for inter- 
ment. : 

“The selection of prisoners of war 
for direct repatriation shall be made 
in accordance with the new sched- 
ule of disabilities for - repatriation. 
but in other respects the procedure. 
shall remain as heretofore. 

Condition of Employment. 

“Prisoners repatriated in pursu- 
ance of this chapter shall not be em- 
ployed on any front of military op- 
erations or o nthe lines of communi- 
cation, or within occupied territory. 

“All officers and non-commis- 

sioned officers, irrespective of rank 
or number, and whether under pun- 
ishment or not, so Soon as they have 
been in captivity at least 18 months 
shall, so far as they do not express 
the desire to remain, be interned in 
Switzerland or other neutral courtry, 
subject always to the possibility of 
accommodation being found for 
them. 
“Sixteen hundred of the German 
civilians now interned in Great Bri- 
toin of 400 of the British civilians 
now interned in Germany shall be 
interned in the Netherlands. 

“Under the supposition that the 
Netherlands Government, as they 
have @ffered, will receive for intern- 
ment 26,000 German. and British 
prisoners this accommodation shal] 
‘be allotted as follows: 

“To sick and wounded combat- 
ants to be interned under Chapter 
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“To officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers to be interned under 
Chapter III, 6500 places.

Provisional Council Likely. 

All hope of reconvening in a fégal 
way the parliament which Li Yuan- 
hung dissolved under pressure has 
apparently disappeared. The Kuo 
Min Tang, or party which is opposed 
tc Premier Tuan Chi-jui and Presi- 
dent Feng Kwo-chang, controls less 
than a quorum of the disbanded par- 
liment. Consequently, even if they 
could muster their complete strength 
at Canton under Sun Yat-sen and 
'Tang Shao-yi, they would not, it is 
= | declared, have enough to satisfy their 
demands for government strictly un- 
der the conditions of the Nanking 
provision Constitution. 

Compromises have already been 
suggested by various leaders who are 
endeavoring to harmonize the North 
and the South.

‘DEMOGRACY IN Tht 
ME. CHURCH SOUTH 


Two Hundred Laymen Draft an 


Address Asking Support for 
Radical Changes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., Sept. 15.— 


Revolutionary changes in the laws 
and policy of the Southern Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church are proposed 
in a lengthy address recently made 


public and which is signed by nearly 
200 of the leading laymen of the 
denomination all over the Southern 
States and even in Hawaii. 

Such radical changes as lHmiting 
the tenure of office of the bishop, 
who now holds for life; the limitiny 
of the appointive power, and area 
covered ly the bishops; the develop- 
ment of a greater degree of democ- 
racy in the government of tlie 
church; larger representation and 
wider powers for the laity, even to 
being given representation in the 
bishop’s cabinets, etc., are among 
the chief changes suggested. 

This address was published, to- 
gether with names of signers, in the 
current issue of the Christian Advo- 
cate, one of the leading church or- 
gans published at Nashville. 

The hope that these matters may 
be taken up, for early consideration 
and action is expressed, which is tak- 
en to mean that an active fight will 
be made to have at least some of 
the changes made at the triennial 
session of the general conference 
which will be held next spring in At- 
lanta, Ga. 

More for Democracy. 

The address in part is as follows: 
“Methodism had its origin in days 
when absolutism in government was 
all but universal. The great. demo- 
cratic movements which in later 
years has swept over the earth had 
but just begun. The state was a 
monarchy, the church was a _ close 
clerical corporation. Methodist pol- 
ity, framed under these conditions, 
inevitably and rightly adapted itself 
closely to the ideals of the times. 
“That of our branch of Methodism 
has changed very little from that day 
to this. The American revolution 
awoke the world to the ideal of dem- 
ocracy, and thrones and kingdoms 
have been tottering ever since. The 
divine right of kings has given way 
to the acknowledgment of the divine 
right of the people, even in conserv- 
ative China and despotic Russia. In 
the last 150 years the world has gone 
forward an age. Our church must 
keep pace or lose its crown to other 
denominations more in harmony with. 
the democratic ideals of the times. 
Some of the changes that we believe 
to be imperative are here suggested: 
“1, The development of a greater 
degree of democracy in the church. 
This would involve not only addi- 
tional lay recognition in the councils 
of the church, but a greater degree 
of liberty for the ministry also. 
“2. The limitation of authority of 
the episcopacy, both as to term of 
office and as to making of appoint- 
ments, and limitation of episcopal 
functions to executive duties only, 
whereas at present the bishops are 
vested also with legislative and ju- 
dicial powers, thus combining in one 
small group the three functions of 
government. 
“3. <Aclearer definition of the re- 
lation of the episcopacy to the 
church, and to the general confer- 
ence boards especially.” 

More Power to Laymen. 
The address then sets out that the 
laymen propose for an unbiassed in- 
vestigation to be made along the 
lines suggested, and that full pub- 
licity be given the findings of this 
investigation so that the church 
membership as a whole may be fully 
informed. Then they set forth a list 
of “certain fundamental things as 
the goal of our efforts, to be realized, 
some of them, at the next general 
conference, others as soon as pos- 
sible.”” The topics given under this 
are: 
“1. The enlargement of the pow- 
ers of the laity in our church by in- 
creasing their number in the annual 
conference and giving them repre- 
sentation in the cabinet. 
“2. The limitation of the powers 
of the episcopacy by restricting its 
functions to the executive phase of 
government alone, the genefal con- 
ference taking over the -legislative 
and judicial functions. 
“3. The limitations of areas over 
which the bishops operate, by as- 
signing them, through a commitree 
consisting of laymen and preachers, 
to certain districts which shall be 
large enough to have them touch the 
real life of the church as general 
superintendents, and at the same 
time small enough to render effec- 
tive service possible. As it is the 
bishops assign themselves, having 
the whole connection as their area of 
operation, making inevitably for less 
efficient service than the church has 
a right to expect. 


‘Episcopacy an Autocracy. 

“4. The limitation of the tenure 
of office of bishops hereafter elected 
to a term of years, subject to re- 
election or not as may be deterimned. 
As our church holds the episcopacy 
to be an office, and not an order, life 
tenure is an anomaly. It runs coun- 
ter to all sense of democratic justics 
and tends to make the office auto- 
cratic to a degree that is out of har- 
mony with modern ideas: 

“5. The effecting of such legisia- 
tion as shall do away with the unit 
rule and secret sessioh of the epis- 
copacy. These we feel belong to a 
bygone order‘and can have no proper . 
place in the program of the nwdern 
church. The bishops are the serv- 
ants of the church, and the church 
has a right to know what they do 
and why they doit.”

“Never let your men remember 
that they are charging dummies,” 
said an English Major to a pupil to- 
day. ‘‘Make them think they’re Ger- 
mans. It can be done, even without 
the use of dummies. Watch me!” 


A remarkable demonstration fol-} 


lowed. The Major sent for a little 
cockney Sergeant. ‘Now,’ he said, 
“this stick of mine with a knob on 
the end is a German. Show these 
Americans how you would go after 
him.” 

The little Sergeant did some brisk 
work in slashing the end of the 
stick with his bayonet, but the big 
Major was not content. ‘“‘Remem- 
ber,” he said, ‘“‘this is the German;”’ 
and then he would add suddeniy, 
every now and again: ‘Look out, my 
lads, he’s:coming at you!”’ And b; 
and by the insinuation began to take 
effect. The little man had spent two 
years on the line and it was easy lv 
see that bit by bit he was beginning 
to visualize the stick with the clota 
knob as a German adversary. His 
thrusts grew fiercer and fiercer. Tho 
point of his bayonet flashed into the 
cloth knob again and again. He was 
trembling with rage as he played the 
battle game. He finally flung him- 
self upon the stick and knocked it 
out of the Major’s hands.

Make Drilling a Game. 


The British have added lots of 
snap to the American training and 
show great aptitude for arousing 
the competitive spirit. They make 
even the most routine sort of drill a 
game and whether the men are ba- 
yonetting dummies or shooting at 
tin cans the Britishers kept them at 
top speed by stirring up rivalry be- 
tween the various organizations. 
Strangely enough, the other special- 
ty besides beyonet work for which 
the British instructors are being 
used is organized recreation. Thus 
an Englishman will take his squad 
from practice at the grimmest of !! 
war training and set it to tossing 
bean bags or playing leap frog. Pris- 
oner’s base, red rover, and a score 
of games played in the streets of 
every American city are used to 
bring relaxation ‘to the soldiers. 

Then there are other rough and 
tumble games in which the players 
buffet each other asidiously in neu- 
tral parts of the body. The em- 
phasis is put upon the ludicrous in 
all these games. “This may seem 
childish and silly to you,” explained 
an English Major, “but we have 
found on the line that the quickest 
way to bring back the spirit of a 
regiment which has been battered in 
a battle is to take the men as soon 
as they come from the trenches and 
set them to playing these foolish 
little games which they knew when 
they were lads. When we get them 
to laughing again we know we've 
made them forget the fight.”

In sum, then, Germany had avail- 
able for service for the first: four 
years of the war 11,300,000 men, 
while 200,000 men were prevented 
from returning to the colors by the 
blockade of Germany, which cut off 
overseas contingents. 


Efeven million four hundred thou- 
sand, the total figure, represents just 
about one-sixth of the population of 
the German Empire at the outbreak 
of the war—that is, something more 
than 68,000,000. Germany, then, has 
permanently lost 4,000,000 and has 
5,500,000 on the line and behind the 
line in necessary services. Probably 
not more than 3,000,000 to 3,500,000 
at the most are actually engaged in 
fighting or are in immediate raserve. 
She has 60,000 men, mostly of the 
class of 1920—that is, of boys who

Werner, editor-in-chief, and Dr. Mar- 
tin Darkow, managing editor of the 
Philadelphia Tageblatt, were indicted 
on nine counts charging treason by 
the Federal Grand Jury here today. 
Separate indictments on two counts, 
charging conspiracy and violation of 
the espionage act, were returned 
against Werner, Datkow, Peter 
Schaefer, president; Herman Lemk¥;

The treason indietment refers to 
alleged un-American articles written 
by Werner and Darkow, and pub- 
lished in the Tageblatt.

Hemmy’s Version of Incident. 

Hemmy for 30 years has been em- 
ployed as a fireman at the Gast 
Brewery, and he and Wiedemeyer 
have been friends about that long.

He admits that in: his distress over 
the drafting of hits son he accosted 
Wiedemeyer in an excited manner, 
but denies that he used the language 
attributed to him by Wiedemeyer.

Diary of Prussian Discloses 
Enemy’s. Concern Over Entry 
of U. S. Into Fighting.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Sept. 15. 
—German military authorities on 
the western front have shown con- 
cern about the imminence of the 
American army's entry into\the fight- 
ing by offering rewards foKthe cap- 
ture of the first American isoners. 
The General commanding thé Elev- 
enth Reserve Division recently put 
the price of 400 marks on the first 
American soldier brought, dead or 
alive, into his lines. : 

This information has been dis- 
closed by the diary of a Prussian 
Sergeant of the Twenty-third Re- 
serve Infantry Regiment. He wrote 


at the end of July: ‘“‘We are sup- 
posed to have had Americans op- 
positéus for some time now, and two 
divisions of Portuguese on our right. 
The man who ‘brings in the first 
American, dgad or alive, to head- 
quarters has been promised the Iron 
Cross of the first class, 400 marks 
($100) and 14 glays’ leave?’ 

The diary describes how the troops 
quartered in the city spent their time 
when not on duty in firing machine 
guns from the barricaded windows 
and the roofs of buildings left stand- 
ing, in searching for hidden treasure, 
and in digging among the ruins for 
silverware. . 

The sergeant tells how his friends 
found gold watches and priceless 
paintings from the museums, statu- 
ary and other works of art, which 
they are hoarding in their dugouts. 
The cathedrals were sacked as well 
as the other public buildings. P

INQUIRY TO CONTINUE 


Grand Jury to Hear nner ane 
Against Women Involved

Ray Cummins, former secretary of |

The grand jury tomorrow will con- 
tinue its investigation of Cummins’ 
association with George Frank, an 
apartment house burglar, and it is 
expected that before the end of the 
week at least four more indictments 
will be voted, two against women on 
charges of receiving stolen property, 

d two against women witnesses in 


The Cummins indictments, while 
charging burglary, are not based on 
evidence that Cummins actually en- 
gaged in burglary, but are on evi- 
dence that he_ received property 
stolen by Frank, knowing it was 
stolen property, and that he knew in 
advance that Frank was to rob cer- 
tain houses. 

Anonymous Tip Started Inquiry. 

Attention first was directed toward 
Cummins as an associate of Frank 
six weeks ago when Chief of Police 
You received an anonymous letter 
witeh. contained statements that 
Cummins was connected with Frank, 
who a year age was sentenced to six 
years’ imprisonment for burglary, 
and that Cumming shared in the loot 
obtained by #rank: ‘The letter was 
turned over to Circuit Attorney Mc- 
Daniel for investigation . 

Frank made a detailed statement 
to Assistant Attorney General How- 
ell and a Post-Dispatch réporter in 
Jefferson City, saying that after 
committing a burglary he usually 
met Cummins at the home of a wom- 
an on St. Vincent’avenue and shared 
his plunder with him, and that he 
also, on many occasions, gave monev 
to Cummins. He said Cummins, who 
during the most of the time he knew 
Frank, was employed at Police 
Headquarters, promised to warn him 
to enable him to escape if the police 
obtained evidence against him. 

Frank told in detail of being with 
Cummins in saloons and cabarets, 
frequently as often as three or four 
nights a week during a periods of 
nearly six months, and described ar- 
ticles of jewelry, clothing and re- 
volvers which he said he gave to 
Cummins. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter. ob- 
tained for the Circuit Attorney evi- 
dence, tending to corroborate. the 
convict’s statement and this: evi- 
dence was presented to the grand 
jury. During the time Frank was 
associating with Cummins, Frank 
lived with Sybil Brown, a girl whom 
he met in a cafe. At,the time he 
was sentenced to the penitentiary 
she also pleaded guilty to charges of 
burglary, was sentenced to the work- 
house for a year and was paroled. 

Woman Found in Michigan. 

She was found in Lansing, Mich., 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter and in 
an extended statement corroborated 
Frank’s assertions.

Foreign Minister Says Germany Has Been 
' Asked to Explain Abuse of Privilege--- 
Wants to “Put Matters Right.” 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 15.—Sweden 


realizes the serioysness of the situa- 
tion created by the recent disclosures 
at Washington regarding the trans- 
mission of German dispatches and 
expects to take all steps possible to 
put matters right, Foreign Minister 


Lindman told the Associated Press 
All trans- 


he said, and Ciermany 
had been asked for an explanation of 
the abuse of the privilege formerly 
extended. 

In the course of his discussion of 
the affair with the correspondent, 
Admiral Lindman brought ou the 
following points: 

First—That the Swedish Govern- 
ment was not, as alleged in certain 
quarters, taking the affair lightly, 
but, on the contrary, realized ‘fully 
the serious aspect of the situation 
and. intended to do everything 
possible to settle the problem. 

Practice Stopped at Once. 

Second—That transmission of dis- 
patches on behalf of Germany had 
been stopped absolutely from the 
moment when the /disclosures were 
brought to the Foreign Minister's at- 
tention and would under no circum- 
stances be resumed. 

Third—That had the Swedish 
Government had the slightest idea 
of the nature of the dispatches which 
the German Government was trans- 
mitting the messages would never 
have been transmitted. 

Fourth—That strong representa- 
tions had been addressed to the Ger- 
man Government on the abuse made 
of this practice, accompanied by a 
request for explanation to which; 
however, no reply had yet been re- 
ceived. 

Admiral Lindman, during the en- 
tire conversation, seemed imbued 
with the desire to see the situation 
cleared up fully and completely on 
a basis satisfactory to the United 
States and Sweden, and in a way to 
permit the continuance of the most 
friendly cordial relations with the 
American Government and people. . 

“To begin With,” said the For- 
eign Minister, “I want te emphasize 
the fact that we are not taking this 
matter easily. We deplore most 
sincerely that a practice which was 
exercised in absolutely good faith 
has been gravely abused, and we, 
are determined that the condition 
which led to this result shall be 
remedied. 

“As soon as I was informed of 


Secretary Lansing’s statement I im» 


mediately gave orders to cease this 
practice.”’ 

“This would have been done 
earlier, as a matter of’ course, had 
my attention been called to the un- 
desirability of the practice,’’ said the 
Minister. ‘‘A word from Mr. Morris 
(the American Minister) or the Brit- 
ish Minister would have sufficed. 
But, as it was, I had no idea that the 
practice was open to objection until 
the revelations launehed from 
Washington.”’ 

Inheritance From Predecessor. 

The Foreign Minister has as yet 
been unable to explain the exact cir- 
cumstances under which the practice 
of transmitting dispatches Yh \code 
for Germany had come into being, as 
it was an inheritance from the ad- 
ministration of his predecessor. He 
had ordered a rigid investigation 
within his department as to the orig- 
in of the system, he said. 

“T am as yet,” he continued, “un- 
able to say anything about the re- 
sults of this investigation, but

:\U. S. Must Send Fleets 
of-Bompbing Planes to War, 
Says Flyer From Front 


Lieut. Prevost, Now Here as Advisor to Scott 
Field, Tells of His Observations in 31 
Months’ Service. 


Lieut. Paul Prevost, a French 
aviator, attached by his Government 
to the American aviation service and 
at present acting in an advisory 
capacity at Scott Field, near Belle- 
ville, outlined to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday some of the re- 
quirements for aviators and air- 
planes, which, he says, will win or 
lose the war. | 
. He is 27 years old, the son of ‘a 
.well-to-dé French manufacturer. He 
heeded the call of France and for 51 
‘months was at the front, syending a 
ees of-eich day jr the air: Of his 

ervices ‘ih the actual f fighting, a war

Choice of Man Important. 
“In the aviation service, more than 
in any other branch of the army, the 
choice of the man is important. He 
must be young; seldom is a man over 
80 -capable of learning to become _ 
aviator. He. lacks something that 
cannot be supplied; so the service 
constantly demands youth. 
“Courage, of course, must be 
there; without that all other good 
qualities would count for naught. 
But almost as important are integ- 
rity and coolness. 
“By integrity, I mean the ability 
aman must have to go on duty, re- 
j turn and réport what he saw; no 
more and no less; to refrain from 
the slightest exaggeration or any 
other statement that might in any 
way cause the.commanding officer 
of the sector in whigh the aviator is 
working to gain a ong impression 
of conditions. : 
“Coolness is one of the cardinal 
qualities that also must be present 
if a person is to be a successful mili- 
tary aviator. Ina fight he must de- 
pend on himself alone. The avia- 
tion service is the only branch of the 
army or navy where a*man is forced 
to depend solely on his own ingenuity 
and brains to.win the things for 
' which he is striving. 


“In a fight he must outmaneuver 
and outshoot a man as carefully 
trained’ as he. He must have the| 
‘faculty of recognizing when condi- 
tions are so strongly against him 
that a fight would be futile, and of 
making his escape when such condi- 
tions arise. It frequently is more im- 
portant to the commanding’ officer 
that a bit of information in posses- 
sion of one of his aviators reaches 
him than to have this aviator send a 
dozen Germans to the ground but 
to be destroyed by the thirteenth. 


“Good eyesight, hearing and a set 
of well-balanced nerves, of course, 
must be present. Another thing that 
is becOming recognized daily as be- 
ing of prime importance is the re- 
tention of a sense of direction re- 
gardiess of conditions. 

“Time was when an aviator could 
ascend or descend as he pleased. If 
it rained or the wind was blowing, or 
it was a trifle cold, he could remain 
on the ground and gay, ‘no flight to- 
day.’ In this war it is different. A 
flyer must not only be willing, but 
must be competent to take hia ma- 
chine into the air under any and al! 
atmospheric and climatic condi- 
tions,” 

The Importenss of skiliful opera- 
Ten of the machine, Lieut. Prevost 
pointed out, can be recognized by a 
person who never has seen a ma- 
chine. The aviator must be able to 
bring his machine to earth within 
200 feet, at most, of a given mark.

ing of a flying field on a ridge in the 
Verdun section of the French front. 
The entire field was 900 feet long 
and 690 feet wide. On each side the 
ground sloped away at a steep angle, 
making a “smash up” the inevitable 
consequence of a poor landing. From 
this field, he said, aviators made 
flights for weeks. Night or day, rain 
or shine, snow or hail, the work had 
to be done and they did it. 

There are fow distinct, general 
divisions in the flying corps at pres- 
ent, Prevost said. 

The first, composed of the largest 
and heaviest planes and controlled 
by one, two and three men, aré the 
artillery fire control machines. They 
fly at an average height of 5000 feet, 
directing, through the use of wire- 
less, the fire of their artillery and re- 
porting any unusual movement of 
troops or trains behind the enemy 
lines. 

Observation Planes Fly High. 

“The next division embraceg the 
observation and photographing ma-. 
chines,’ he continued, ‘‘they fly at a 
height of from 12,000 to 15,600 feet 
and are used for scout. purposes, 
flying frequently a distance of 20 
and 30 miles inside the enemy lines. 
Photographs are taken of the 
country traversed and a comprehen- 
sive report of conditions is made to 
the commanding officer immediately 
upon landing. 

“The third division is made up of 
the bombing machines. Their du- 
ties are indicated by the name. 
Long trips into enemy country on 
bomb dropping expeditions is their 
daily duty and it its in this particu- 
lar division of-aviation that the 


“At present the principal effect of 
a bombing expedition is moral, 
rather than destructive. The dam- 
age done: is so slight that in most 
cases it can be repaired in a few 
hours. 

“But if, instead of 20 machines 
on a bombing expedition, there were 
400, there would be real military ad- 
vantage. 

“The last great division, and the 
one about which you hear the most, 
is that made up of the fighting 
planes. Capable of a speed of 140 
miles an hour, handled like an auto- 
mobile, and completely in the power 
of the aviator, the little machine can 
be put through almost impossible 
movements. 

“For three or four hours daily the 
fighting plane, at a height of 18,000 
to 20,000 feet, is used as a patrol. Tt 
is the duty of the man in charge to 
keep the'air free of enenty ships; to 
sée that no enemy plane makes its: 
way over the lines and to protect 
the observing and artillery control 
machines. 

“After the patrol duty comes the 
‘Joy riding.’ It is then that the pilot 
is free to ‘smell out’ the Germans. 
His day’s work is done, and if he is 
after.a fight he is at liberty to engage 
any enemy craft he can find. 

“Many of the best flyers spend 
eight and nine hours each day in the 
air. The wonderfully responsive con- 
trol of the light, speedy battle plane 
and the excitement of a possible fight 
at any minute seem to make it im- 
possible for the aviator to land.” 


WADE SAYS HE IS: STILL 


Banker Convinced Realty Dealer 
Was Golter Sufferer at Time 
of Barker Deal. 


Festus J. Wade, president of the 
Mercantile Trust Co., is still working 
for the parole of A. H. Frederick, 
who is serving a 10-year sentence in 
the penitentiary at Jefferson City 
for real estate frauds in 8t. Louls. |

9 CURTISS PLANES 
ARRIVE FOR SCOTT 
FIELD STUDENTS 


“Stunt” Stage of Training This 
Week to Be Followed by. 
“Solo” - Flights. 


WEEK’S PROGRESS NOTABLE 


Few Days of Training Makes 
Youthful Aviators Competent 
to Control Machine in Air. 


Nine Curtiss airplanes arrived yes- 
terday at Scott Field, near Belleville. 
Tomorrow they will be assembled 
and the students who have been tak- 
ing their first lessons during tho 
past week in the slower Standard 
machines will enter this week upon 
the “‘stunt” stage of their training, 
and before the end of the week will 
be ready for their first “solo” 
flights, according to J. D. Hill, chief 
civiilan instructor. 
The Curtiss machines are much 
lighter, speedier and easier to han- 
dlé than the Standards, and flying 
in them will acquaint the flyers more 
quickly with the work that will be 
required of them in service. 
Following without deviation a 
course laid out for them by one of 
the youngest Majors in the service 
of the United States, and observing 
to the letter every order issued to 
them, the 34 student aviators at Scott 
Field, in less than one week of 
training, are competent to operate 
an aeroplane in flight. They have 
not yet learned the niceties of flying 
and consequently are not permitted 
to operate the controls when ascend- 
ing and descending, but they are 
given full control while in the air. 
“Ground” School Foundation. 

These same youths a week ago 
never had ridden in an aeroplane, 
but they had a thorough foundation 
of the principles of aviation through 
the study of the theories at ‘‘ground”’ 
schools in various parts of the Unit- 
ed States. They came to Belleville 
ready to mount the plane and get the 
practical side. 

Their instruction has been under 
the supervision and guidance of 
Maj. George E. A. Reinburg, one of 
the youngest post commanders in 
the United States, if not the young- 
est. In three years, through a thor- 
ough knowledge of the intricacies of 
flying, he rose from a first lieutenant’ 
to his present rank. 

‘ The first of the aeroplanes arrived 
in time so that they could be assem- 
bled last Monday, and the first, flight 
then was made. On Tuesday the 
regular schedule of flights was made 
in every available machine from 7:30 


‘to 11:30 a. m. and from 1:30 to 4:30 


p.m. The machines, during that 
time, are in the air every possible 
minute, stopping every 20 or 25 min- 
utes to change passengers. The stu- 
dents are listed on a book in charge 
of a squad leader and their flights 
are made in rotation, according to 
the number in which their name was 
called the first day. 

When not flying, the students al]! 
are doing the next best thing, talking 
flying. Every movement of the 
planes in the air is watched and an 
explanation for it sought. If none is 
at hand a delegation visits the in- 
structor as he brings hfS machine tu 
earth to change passengers and asks 
the “why” of it: 

' The spirit That Wins. 

“ “It is just such spirit that makes 
this’ corps the best branch of the 
service," Maj. Reinburg said yester- 
day. “The men know what they 
will be expected to do and are doing 
their best to fit themselves for those 
duties. 

“There are no shirkers in camp 
and we don’t want them here. There 
is no room for them, because their 
presence would uproot the very 
foundation on which the corps is 
built. If a student, after five or six 
hours of actual time in the air, stil] 
is unable to make a ‘“‘solo” flight he 
is sent home. 

“We do not like to do that, of 
course, but efficiency is the watch- 
word at this camp and «it applies to 
officers as well as students. Tho 
first lapse will mean a summary dis- 
missal for the student and something 
as bad for the officer.” 

One of the most remarkable things 
noticeable around the camp is the 
absence of spectators. A scattering 
of perhaps 10 persons strolling 
around within the camp grounds 
makes up the usual average. An in- 
‘vestigation into the reason for so few 
visitors revealed a pass system that is 
so rigorous as to be almost prohibi- 
tive. Maj. Reinburg, from his expe- 
riences in other flelds, decided to {so- 
late Scott Field, so far as possible. 
It is not an outing on which the stu-

BERLIN. REPLIES 
UNFAVORABLY TD 
ARGENTINA'S NOTE 


Response to Demand for Expla- 
nation of Luxburg Dispatches 
Reported Unsatisfactory. 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 15.—From 
an authoritative sdurce it is learned 
that the reply of the German Gov- 
ernment to Argentina’s demand for 
an explanation of Count Luxberg’s 
action in sending secret code mes- 
sagés to Berlin through the Swedish 
Legation has been received here. It 
is indicated that the reply probably 
is unfavorable. 

The Argentina Foreign Minister 
does not deny that the German an- 
swer has been received, @ithough he 
refuses to admit the fact. 


LONDON, Sept. 15.—The depar- 
ture from London of Count Wrangle, 
the Swedish Minister, ‘‘on a holiday” | 
at a moment when his Government 
was embarrassed by the Washington 
disclosures, has caused a stir. 

ount Wrangel’s departure is gen- 
erally taken as an indication that 
the British Government is dissatis- 
fied with the explanations thus far 
made and the steps thus far taken 
by Sweden in reply to the British 
representations regarding the ,Lux- 
burg affair. 

_A statement made to the Asso- 
ciated Press today through a reliable 
source, says: 

“The additional revelations made 
in the United States yesterday afford 
further proof that -the practices 
brought to light are something more 
than individual action and are an 
organized practice affecting very 
largely Swedish diplomacy in all 
neutral countries. 

‘The removal of a single subsidi- 
ary official from the Swedish Foreign 
Office cannot clear up the situation 
or remove Dlame from the Swedish 
diplomatic service at large. The 
steps so far taken by Sweden, both 
in respect of their official explana-. 
tion and in the removal of Secretary 
Ewerloef of the Swedish Foreign Of- 
fice, show @ failure to appreciate the 
seriousness of the situation. Up to 
the present Sweden has only made 
a rather poor attempt to excuse the 
past and has given no promise’ for 
the future. 

“Personally, Count Wrangel is un-

All the. decrees of the council must 
be countersigned by a responsible pre- 
mier.

ALSACE QUESTION 
SETTLED IN 1905 


Emperor Told Iswolsky, Russian 
Diplomat, France Had Re- 


PARIS, Sept. 15.—-Some of the 
statements made by Emperor William 
in a telegram to Emperor Nicholas 
of Russia, one of a series of recently 
published messages exchanged by 
the two rulers in 1904-05 brought 
forward to show that a secret agree- 
ment had been reached between 
them to.attempt an alignment of 
Germany, Russia and France against 


terview in the Temps by Alexander 
P, Iswolsky, former Russian Ambas- 
sador to France. 

Quite incidentally, apparently, M. 
Iswoisky makes the declaration that 
this secret agreement was canceled 
in the fall of 1905, and was not re- 
newed. He states also that Emperor 
William told him during the inter- 
view that he regarded the question 
of “Alsace-Lorraine as a dead issue, 
France failing to take up the chal- 
lenge to fight Germany when Ger- 
many threw down the gauntlet dur- 
ing the Moroccan crisis early in 
1905.”’ 

Iswolsky Was at Gopenhagen. 

M. Iswolsky, who was the Russian 
Minister at Copenhagen at the time 
in question, admits that he had an 
interview with Emperor William at 
Copenhagen in July, 1905, but de- 
clares he did not express himself as 
represented by Emperor William in 
a telegram of Aug. 2, 1905, to the ef- 
fect that should war come, and an 
attack be made on the “Baltic #ea 
by a foreign power, the Danes would 
be likely to resign themselves to an 
occupation of Denmark by Germany 
and Russia.’’ 

M. Iswolsky recalls that Emperor 
William solicited the interview 
through Baron von Schoen, German 
Minister at Copenhagen, at the ene 
of July, shortly after M. Iswolsky 
had successfully negotiated with 
Denmark the passage through the 
Grand Belt adjacent to Danish shores 
of Admiral Rojestvensky’s fleet on 
its historic cruise to the Pacific in 
the ‘Russo-Japanese war, and sas 
that, in view of the friendly wav 
Russia had been treated by Dennrark 
he certainly could not have consid- 
ered with the Emperor an eventual 
aggression by Germany on Denmark 
or any military action whatever by 
Russia against Danish neutrality. 

“Emperor William’s dispatch on 
that subject, which you have iust 
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shown me, is entirely erroneous on 
that point,” said M. Iswolsky. “I 
have a very precise recollection of 
my conversation with the German 
Emperor. I was struck by the in- 
sistence with which he explained che 
necessity of an alliance between Rus- 
sia, Germany and France, against 
England. 


“The real guarantee of solidly 
established peace,’ the Emperor said, 
‘is to be found in the close imental | 
oration of the three great Continental | 
Powers.. Such an alliance would pre- 
vlude British hegemony and assure 
the entire world the — of 
peace.’ 


“The realization - that vast proj- 
ect appears to me _absolutely #mpos- 
sible,’ I replied, ‘because France 
would never~consent to enter into 
such an alliance.’ 

“Alsace Question Settled.” 

“"Why wouldn’t she consent?’ 
asked the Emperor. 

“ ‘Because there is an unsettled 
question between France and Ger- 
many,’ I replied. ‘the question of Al- 
sace and Lorraine.’ 


“‘Pardon me,’ rejoined the Em- 
peror, ‘but that question is settled.’ 

“*T don’t understand, sire,’ said I. 

“It is. indeed settled,’ said the 
Emperor. ‘In the Moroccan affair 
I threw down the gauntlet to France. 
France..refused to take it up. She 
refused to fight me. Consequently, 
the question of Alsace-Lorraine nv 
longer exists between us.’ 

“In reply to doubts that I ex- 
pressed,” continues M. Iswclisky in 
the interview, “the Emperor devel- 
oped the idea that it was necessary, 
so to speak, to constrain France to 
accept a Russo-German alliance and 
to oblige her, willingly or not. to join 
Ro heg 

M. Iswolsky reveals that prior to 
the meeting between Emperor Wil- 
liam and Emperor Nicholas at 
Swinemuende in the summer of 
1909, when. they. were accompanied 
by Iswolsky and Prince von Buelow, 
the German Chancellor, Emperor 
Nicholas broached the subject of the 
treaty daclare:l to have been signed 
at Bjoerke, in July,-1905, and ex- 
pressed his firm determination not to 
reconsider the cancellation. of it 
which M. Iswolsky states,qvas decid- 
ed on in the fall of 1905. M: Iswol- 
‘sky says he stibsequently informed 
Prince von Buelow than the treaty 
was null and void, and that the 
Chancellor made no protest. 


FULL REPORT ON 
AIRPLANE ATTAGK 
ON U.S. HOSPITAL 


One Bomb Fell in Tent Where 
‘Convoys of Injured Are 
Received. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—The 
first complete account of the German 
air attack on American base hospital 
No. 5 in France, on the night of 
Sept. 4, has reached this country in 
a report from Maj. Grayson M. P. 
Murphy, head of the Red Cross i 
mission in France. 


It was in this attack that Lieut. 
Willlam-T. Fitzsimmons Kansas 
City, the first American officer to 
give his life in the war, was killed, 
and three other officers, six privates, 
a woman nurse and 22 patients from 
the British. lines were wounded. An 
American Red Cross inspector re- 
turning to Paris from the scene told 
the story as follows: 

“The airplane attack occurred at 
11 o’clock at night. Just at that time 
fortunately no convoy of wounded 
was being received or the list of cas- 
ualties would have been far greater, 
as one of the bombs fell into the 
center of the large reception tent to 
which the wounded are first borne 
for examination. Ten seconds suf- 
ficed for the dropping of the bombs 
from the fast-flying plane and with- 
in less than a minute afterward the 
surgeons of the hospital were at the 
task of collecting and attending those 
who had been struck down. And for 
24 hours they were at work in the 
operating room, one surgeon reliev- 
ing another when the latter, from 
simple exhaustion, could work no 
longer. : 

“And the very next day, just as if 
nothing had happened, these same 
surgeons were called upon to receive 
and care for 200 wounded sent in 


from the locinateies of the British ex- 
ae force. , 
How Fitzsimmons Was Killed. 

“The hospital, which is on the 
French coast, has 1800 beds under’ 
canyas in a quadrangle 800 feet 
square, is in a district in which there 
are many similar institutions and is 
unmistakable as a ital. At the 
time.the German aviator flew over it} 
most of the surgical staff was en< 
gaged in making rounds of the wards. 
Lieut. Fitzsimmons, however, was 
standing at the door flap of his tent. 
There had been a brief warning of 
the presence of a bombing airplane 
in the neighborhood because a quar- 
ter of a minute before the sound of 
exploding bombs was heard from a 
point perhaps 200 yards from the 
hospital. This warning sufficed to 
caused all lights in the tents to be ex- 
tinguished immediately and those 
who had been under fire before 
threw themselves face down upon 
the-ground. Then came five explo- 
sions in rapid succession in the hos- 
pital itself. The first two were 4di- 
rectly in front of Lieut. Fitzsim- 
mons’ tent. He probably never knew 
what happened to him, as his body 
was torn to shreds. The next two 
fell a hundred feet beyond in a five 
marquee ward in which there were 
many patients, and the last struck 
the reception tent. 

“Overhead there was no sound. 
The German aviator flew too high to 
be heard, but he left his identity be- 
hind him not only in the bombs he 
dropped, but in the derisive handful 
of pfennigs he scattered upon the 
hospital as he whirled away. A num-: 
ber of these were found when light 
came. 


McGuire Had Narrow Escape. 


*Lieut. McGuire, who was in a tent 
adjoining that of Lieut. Fitzsimmons, 
was struck by three bomb fragments, 
but was not seriously wounded. His 
escape was narrow, as there were 
more than a hundred holes cut in his 
tent. 

“Tieut. Smith was struck in the 
knee and Lieut. Whidden in the chest 
while in their tents in. the officers’ 
section of the quadrangle. The pri- 
vate soldiers injured were on duty 
as orderlies in the reception tent and 
the bomb fell almost upon them. So 
severely was Private Aubrey 8. Mc- 
Leod injured that it was necessary to 
amputate both his legs that night. 

“Although the exploding bombs 
created horror in the hospital there 


was not the salient sign of panic. | the 


cruelly difficult by the darkness, but 
everyone sprang to it with a will. 
Many of the injured had been blown 
from their cots,-some even outside 
their tents, where they were found 
tangled in the tent ropes. The Amer-~ 
ican nurse, although struck in the 
face by a fragment of steel from a 
bomb, re ed at her task to the| 
end. A hospital orderly, who worked 
untiringly, was found later to have 
been struck in the héad by a frag- 
ment. He just tied up his head and’ 
worked on. 


“In .the operating room, Capts. 
Horace Binney and Elliott, with 
their assistants, worked all night. 
Several delicate operations were per- 
formed and their task was made all 
the harder by the fact that in in- 
numerable cases the patients were in 
serious danger of infection-from the 
pieces of wood and nails and dirt, 
which had been shentesign into. their 
bodies.

The largest gathering 
that has witnessed a world’s series 
game in New York was 38,316.

COMPLETE LOYALTY 
10 U. 8. DECLARED 
BY WESTLIGHE POS! 


Proclaims Attitude “Under Any 
and All Conditions, Against 
Any and All Nations.” 


The Westliche Post, in a leading 
editorial this morning, printed in 
German and in English, makes a 
positive declaration of loyalty (> tle 
United States “under any and all 
conditions, and against any and 2171 
nations.’ Jt also declares that ‘“‘any 


paper of any language is deserving 
of discipline if it fails to support the 
United States in our svar against Ger- 
many.” 

The editorial is headed “Diffare. t 
Languages, but One Loyalty.” In its 
English version, it is as follows: 

“In connection with tre charges 
against the Philadelphia Tagebdlatt, it 
is timely for the German laugee 
press of the United States to declare 
itself and announce the principles for 
which it stands. For no loyal Armer- 
ican, of whatever ancestry. whether 
German, Austrian or other national- 
ity, would be willing to subscriwe to 
any policy which lacks in loyaity to 
the United States, or which might or 
could be construed as being trsascn- 
able in the slightest degree, and any 
paper of any language is deserving 
of discipline if it fails to support the 
United States In our war agatnst 
Gerniany. 

Some Have Been Delinquent. 
“Tt is unfortugately a fact that 
since the beginning of ths war 
against Germany some of the Ger- 
man language papers have not hon- 
estly and conscientiously enedavored 
to be leaders of and counsel: s to 
their readers in loyalty to ani pa- 
triotism for the land of their adop- 
tion, where they or their’ fathers 
sought and found refuge from po- 
litical or economical oppression. 
That the Westliche Post and other 
leading German language papers 
have during all this critical period 
demonstrated their unfaltering and 
absolute loyalty to the United States 
Government, is nothing to boast of, 
for it is only a plain duty that could 
be ignored only by a press and a pec 
ple that have no clear conception or 
understanding of the meaning of 
loyalty. 

“That certain papers published in 
the English language have at times 
tried to engender race hatred and 
have made unmerited and infamous 
charges and attacks upon German- 
Americans and German language 
press of the United States to a degree 
which would arouse the indignation 
of any human being of ordinary 
sensibilities—all in conflict with the 
recommendations and attitude of 
President Wilson—is no excuse for a 
lack qf loyalty or patriotism on the 
part of German-Americans. And it 
may also be frankly admitted that 
not all Americans of German ances- 
try have always shown an apprecia- 
tion of their duty as Americans. Such 
persons have lost the sympathy of 
those citizens who have _ avoided 
every action that might create racial 
animosity, and who, by their every 
action, have endeavored to follow 
the suggestion of the President to 
lighten the burden which the con- 
flict with Germany might otherwise 
bring between neighbors of different 
ancestry. 

No Question as to Duty. 

“There can be no question as to 
the duty of the German language 
press in time of war, and it now be- 
comes more than ever the duty, at 
such a time as this, for every news 
paper published in the German lan- 
guage—a duty to its readers, to the 
country and to itself, to prove that !t 
forms a deserving link in the chain 
of American institutions, and fear- 
lessly announce the principles for 
which it stands. So far as the West- 
liche Post is concerned, we deem it 
needless to state that we always have 
been, still are and always will be, 
under any and all conditions and 
against all nations, first, last and all 
the time in favor of America and 
American institutions, and will un- 
falteringly adhere to the principle, 
‘America first.’ 

“If we govern our every action by 
{t we will and finally must succeed 
in overcoming all prejudice and con- 
vince our fellow-citizens that the 
American of German ancestry is as 
truly loyal today as he was in the 
time of a Preetorius, a Steuben or a 
Carl Schurz. There may be different 
tongues, but there can be but one 
loyalty and it belongs to the country 
that every foreign-born citizen, of 
his own choice, without compulsion 
or coercion, has sworn to support 
and defend the land that amply pro- 
vides for his welfare and protection, 
the United States of America.”’

Some of the letters were written by 
Lieut. Malcolm in attempt to draw 
Baumberg into a duel with him, and 
one was a t-broken epistle from 
Malcolm to his wife, written on~the 
day that he killed Baumberg. 

Identifies One of Her Letters. 

Mrs. Malcolm identified for the 
Coroner a letter in her handwriting, 
which read as follows: 

“Dear Count—My husband has re- 
turned, and so I shall not be in to- 
night. I will let you know when I 
shall be able to see you again, but I 
fear not for some t’me. Yours sin- 
cerely.”’ ’ 

Mrs. Malcolm said that she saw 
Baumberg at her flat and at other 
places. Shortly before July 15 she 
was staying in a village in Hamp- 
shire with a friend. Baumberg was 
staying there, both of them being 
guests. 


Witness then described a scene 


when her husband called about noon 
at this place, and she was upstairs in 
the Count’s room. There was a 
frightful scene, she said. She had 
mentioned the “‘Count” to her hus- 
band in letters as an ordinary friend. 


She said her husband wrote the 
following letter to Baumbersg: 


“You refuse to fight; all right. I 
challenge you to a duel, pistol or 
swords. You can take your choice. 
Tell me when you want to meet me. 
As soon as possible, please. Sec- 
onds will be difficult to me, but I 
will get one.” 

Mrs. Malcolm said her husband 
was a jute merchant in London. They 
were married before the war, and he 
joined up immediately hostilities 
broke out. He had income of sev- 
eral thousands a year He had asked 
her not to see mberg and to try 
and forget him, and she had said she 
would try. 

Called Him “Wolfheart.” 

The Coroner read another letter 
written by Mrs. Malcolm to Baum- 
berg, as follows: 

“Wolfheart—I have just a few mo- 
ments to write. I was so happy to 
receive a letter and to know that you 
are well, and, of course, hearing from 
you comforts me a little. D. has 
written you, and, if the dreadful af- 
fair comes off, I think I shall die. 
Wolf, write to me and seal your let- 
ters to Piper (the maid), and give my 
love to Bunny and tell her I have not 
a moment, as D. never leaves me, or 
I would write her. I am so sorry tw 
have let her in for a horrible scene. 
* * * Iam half dazed—I cannot 
write all that is in my heart—my love 
to my Wolf. SQUEE.”’ 

Squee, witness explained, was her 
pet name. 

Witness identified a letter writte 
by her — to Baumberg, which 
read: 

“Count pn anes de Borch—I have 
had no reply to my challenge, and in 
case you have not received the note 
written on New Milton Station I sent 
you by post from there, I again chal- 
lenge you, and leave the choice of 
weapons to you. You will see it is 
better that this should happen in 
France. Therefore, I earnestly hope 
you will arrange to get to France a3 
early as possible.” 

Malcolm’s French address was in- 
closed. 

Another letter written by Mrs. Mal- 
colm to Baumberg read: 

“Wolf: B. has gone to the War 
Office to try and get an extension 
of ‘leave, and so I am alone and able 
to write to you. I am thinking of 
you always. Let me know all your 
news. He has written to you again 
about this wretched duel. What are 
you going to do about it? It is 
awful, this uncertainty. When are 
you coming up to town? I hope 
soon, as I do not like you _ being 
alone with anyone. Is {it horrid of 
me? I have had to promise not to 
see you till the war is over. For 
my mother’s sake I do it. Wolf, I 
hope you are not suffering as much 
as lam. Oh, I do so.hope you are 
not. My heart is breaking, so I 
cannot write sense or what I feel. 
Will this suffering never end? Be 
near me in spirit, and thank you 
for all you said in your letter. I 
read it quickly whenever I get a 
chance, which is very seldom. I 
want you dreadfully.—Squee.”’ 


Didn't Want Him to Fight. 

Another letter ran: “I am think- 
ing of you and do so hope you are 
better. My love, Squee,” while an- 
other was in these terms: 

“I am dreadfully worrled about 
you being ill. Please see a special- 
ist and come up to town. D. goes 
on Friday. He cannot understand 
why he does not hear from you. You 
must not fight this duel, please. Don’t 
worry, but get well. I cannot bear 
it that you are ill. I have promised 
not to see you, but I can write to 
you, and even telephone you, I sup- 
pose.” 


In another letter Mrs. Malcolm 
wrote: 

“Beloved, I send you’ all my 
thoughts and love and sympathy. 1 
am true to you—going through hell: 
no time to write.”’ 

Again she wrote: 

“Do go tomorrow at 4 o'clock from 
Charing Cross. I long to tell you 
all, and will write fully tomorrow. 
You are all in my thoughts. I want 
your advice so much and to know 
what you wish me to do.—Squee.” 

Mrs. Malcolm told that it was con- 
templated she should go with Baum- 
berg to the Continent, et there 
was a difficulty about pass- 


ports. Mer husband visited Scotland 
Yarg and when he came back said 
he had found that Baumberg was a 
procurer. She said that she could 
not live with her husband all the 
same. 

The Coroner asked: ‘‘Why not?” 
“Because I loved this man. My 
husband also said there was an idea 
that Baumberg was a German spy.” 

The Coroner read the following 
letter, dated Aug. 11, from Malcolm 
tc Baumberg: 

“To Count de Borch: If I ever hear 
of you trying to steal or even talk to 
my wife again, wherever I am I will 
get leave and hunt you out and give 
you such a thrashing that even your 
own mother will not know you again. 
I will thrash you until I have maimed

shudder to think of it; that he ever 
does even speak to you drives me 
mad. I simply cannot stand it ary 
longer. I am going to thrash him 
until he is unrecognizable. I mav’ 
shoot him if he has not a gun. I 
expect he has, as he is too much of >.. 
coward to stand a thrashing. If the 
inevitable has got to happen, of 
course, I may get it in the neck first. 
You see, I am quite cool. If that 
happens, oh, believe me, my own lit- 
tle darling, my beloved soul, whom I 
love so absolutely, believe me, it is 
for you only. 

“IT swear to you that I love you 
more than any man has ever loved 
a woman before, and if there is a} 
wrong in me it is ‘because I love you 


God, in whom I believe, and who is 
my witness, D. MALCOLM.” 

The Coroner said that the follow- 
ing was found on Malcolm: 

“In case of my death I leave all 
my money to Mrs. Taylor, Vicarage 
Cottage, Hertford Heath, and can- 
cel my previous will. 

“J. DOUGLAS MALCOLM.” 

Mrs. Taylor, Mrs. Malcolm said, 
was her mother. 

Malcolm to His Wife. 

The Coroner then read the follow- 
ing letter from Malcolm to his wife, 
dated the day of the tragedy. It was 
found in his possession: 

“My dear very own darling Doro- 
thy—Dear God, there is a time fur 
everything. Everything points to it 


that this creature is the most un-/too much. You are a brave woman. 


utterable blackguard ever born. I 


You are noble, honorable and uj-jread th 


right, with a beautiful soul. 

“I believe in God. I said yester- 
day I did not, but I do. I do, and I 
thank Him from the bottom of im» 
heart for having sent me over in 
time to save you from this devil in- 
carnate. Your honor is saved. Thark 
God, oh, thank God. 

“Good-by, which means God be 
with you. I love you and I shall g¢» 
on loving you for eternity, forever 
and ever. I know I shall meet you 
in the next world if the worst hap- 
pens, when you will come to me with 
open arms, and those beautiful eyes 
shining, and say to me, “Douggie, 
forgive. Yours forever and ever, 
and also lovingly, your husband aal 
very own Dougsgie.”’

$11,038,000,000 
BOND MEASURE 


Bill Authorizes $7,538,945,460 
of 4 Per Cent Bonds and 
$4,000,000,000 Certificates. 


NO DISSENTING VOTE 


Senator Stone, Who Piloted 
Measure Through Senate, Is 
-“ One of Conferees. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—The 
war credits bill authorizing new 
bonds and certificates aggregating 
$11,538,945,460, and the largest 
measure of its kind in the world’s 
history, was passed by the Senate 
late today without a roll call or dis- 
senting vote. It has already passed 
the House and will go to conference 
Monday. Senators Stone, Smith of 
Georgia and Smoot were named the 
Sénate conferees. Senator Stone 
piloted the bill through the Senate 
because Chairman Simmons of the 
Finance Committee wanted a rest, 
following his hard work for the reve- 
nue bill.’ 

Few changes were made in the bill 
by the Senate, the bonds and cer- 
tificates authorizations, interest rafes 
and provisions giving the Secretary 
of the Treasury broad powers to de- 
termine the life of the issues, re- 
maining: -as' they came from the

ARMY PROVISIONS 


$1,000,000 Worth of Raisins 
Among Recent Heavy Pur- 
chases in St. Louis by

The Quartermaster’s Department 
of the United States army has taken 
under lease'through W. J. Holbrook, 
president of the Holbrook-Black- 
welder Real Estate Trust Co., the 
six-story building of the Peper To- 
bacco Co., 701 North Main street, 
embracing a quarter of a block 
and one of the most massive: and 
substantial in the warehouse distrfet 
of St. Louis. 

The building will be used as a 
storehouse for provisions for the na- 
tional army, large supplies for which 
are being purchased in St. Louis and 
elsewhere. Among the heaviest pur- 
chases recently made for the account 
of the United States Government in 
St. Louis, according to a member of 
a brokérage house, was one of raisins 
amounting to $1,000,000.

Monsanto Company Ex pected to Erect One of 
Largest Plants of Kind. in 
World. 


Acquisition of anotentinaticly 100 
acres in East St. Louis by the Mon- 
santo Chemical Works signalizes the 
development of an industry which 
heretofore has been controlled by 
Germany, and also a closer relation- 
ship between the Missouri and Illi- 
nois units of the St. Louis district. 

The Monsanto plant promises to 
be one of the largest chemical plants 
in the world, with thousands of em- 
ployes. The original investment in 
buildings and grounds will approxi- 
mate $1,500,000. The company will 
manufacture coal-tar products, 
which include dyes, perfumes and 
oils, besides drugs. 

The contract with Julius Pitzryan 
and Edward C. Keir. from whom 
the ground was toug git, provides 
for the construction of a road from 
the new factory io the river. where 
a ferry landing will be established 
south of the municipal free bridge. 
It also provides for the building of 
railroad docks and terminals in IIli- 
nois, opposite the Anheuser-Busch 
plant. 

The deal was worked out by pres- 
ident John F. Queeny of the Mon- 
santo comapny and the East St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce of 
which Queeny is a director. The 
Mercantile Trust Co.,,represented the 
Monsanto company, and the Clark 
Realty Co. represented the Pitzman- 
Kehr syndicate. 2

Land. He was wrecked off Barge Point, Labrador, but 
managed to get as far north as Etah, Greenland, in the 
fall of the same year. He was not heard of again until 
1915, when it was decided to send a relief expedition to 
him. $o in the spring of 1915 Dr. Edmund Otis Hovey 
of the American Museum set out in the power schooner 
George B. Cluett.. The ship was caught in the ice at 
’ Parker-Snow Bay, about 125 miles south of Etah, but the 
members of the expedition succeeded in reaching Mac- 
Millan. At.Etah Dr. Hovey was informed that MacMil- a 
lan made an expedition to where Crocker Land .. ee 
Was supposed to be, and although some new 4 a 4 
islands were found, and some very interesting ‘ .

The museum thereupon chartered ‘the Dan- - 2 
ish steamer Danmark, and sent it north. That te . we 
was the last heard of the Danmark until Dr. 
Hunt was suddenly heard of from the Faroe 
Islands several weeks before he arrived in New 
York. He reported the Danmark also frozen 
in the ice. 

Dr. Hunt’s honie is in Bangor, Me., and when 
he left ittin 1913 he had no intention of re- 
maining away from it, and in the uncongenial 
North, for four years. Therefore, because he 
wished to get home, and because he wished to 
hurry on another relief ship, he left North Star 
Bay in December, 1914, and traveled through 
the terrific rigors of an Arctic winter until 
April, 1917; practically alone, insufficiently 
nourished, and over ice that each moment 
threatened to give way and cause his death.

in no place more than three inches thick, and it was 
exceedingly soft and porous, and continually bending 
beneath them. Knud Rasmussen, the Danish explorer 
who accompanied the two scientists part of the way, and 
the old Eskimos said that conditions for sledging were 
the worst they had ever seen.

would be forced to go miles out of their way to avoid 


‘long stretches of open water, or too dangerous ice, At 


one time a sledge actually did break through the ice, 
but the Eskimo who was driving it was rescued and 
the sledge itself was recovered. 

This sort of traveling, forging ahead in the hours 
of day time and camping in the lee of icebergs at night, 
went on week after week, until the weeks grew into 
months, and the food supplies began to’wane, and the

dogs to die of starvation.. Food was eked out by polar 


bear,- which was shot, and narwhal meat, which was 
obtained from Eskimo caches on shore. 

This dreary, lonesome journey continued month after 
month, while the dogs died and the hardships of the 
scientists increased. When South Upernavik was 
reached Mr. Ekblaw left. the little party and fe- 
mained behind. From that time forward, until he reached 
the end of his sledge journey on April 16, 1917, Dr. Hunt 
was alone except for his Eskimos. 

There were times when it seemed impossible that he 
should ever get through, because of the hunger and 
the cold and the loneliness, but he continued to go ever 
forward, and at last, in April, ré@ached Egesmille. The 
remainder of his journey he *made in a kiak, a small 
canoe-like boat.. And when he had paddled into Hol- 
stenberg, Greenland, the worst of his journey was over, 
He was taken in by the inhabitants, given a bath, clean 
clothes, warmth and all the good food he could eat. 
From Holstenberg he took steamer to the Faroe Islands, 
thence to Copenhagen, and so at last, back to the United 


‘States. 


He reported that the steamship Danmark was in North 
Star Bay, and that Donald B. MacMillan, Prof. Edmund 
Otis Hovey and Jonathan Small were at Etah. Their 
supplies, said Dr. Hunt, would last until about the first 
of August, and that they would then be dependent upon 
what walrus and caribou they could obtain at Etah. They 
might also get eider duck eggs. 

In the meantime, however, Dr. Hovey had also left 
Etah and struck out for home by the dog-sled route. He 
was five months making the trip and arrived in New 
York on the day that the “Neptune,” containing the rest 
of the MacMillan party, reached Sydney, Nova Scotia. 

Five ships were required to get the MacMillan expe- 
dition to “Crocker Land” and back again; and it turned 
out after all that there was no Crocker Land.’ @ eX- 
pedition is back, but they are not back in #%® world 
they left. It’s a world which has changed more in four 
years than it would ordinarily have changed in 400; but 
in order to appreciate the change, one must have spent 
the interim picknicking on a polar mirage.

Unfortunately, our hopes were not fulfilled. Instead 
we were given an agreeable surprise of a very differ- 
ent character. Every forenoon the radio station on 
the English Island of Trinidad sent the press reports.

The Russians 
were said to be in Eastern Prussia and the Austrians 
were not doing very well. The first reports we believed. 
The last we took to be the consolation reports of th 
English and did not believe them. An excellent sign cf 
the English success (7) was*the ever-recurring hope for 
the arrival of the “Russian steam roller.” 

Maps of all sorts were brought out in the messes end 
rooms. Each one soon discovered a latent. strategical 
talent in himself. 

These days were used in carrying on “general quar- 
ters” drills and exercises. The Captain tried to make 
them as short as possible in order to have them oftener. 
Usually we had a drill every morning and afterncon, 
which, including a conference, seldom lasted over one 
hour. : 
18 AUGUST. This day was an im- 
portant one for us. 

During the night the radio officer, 
Lieut (J. G.) v. Althaus, reported that 
he was in communication with the 
steamer “Patagonia” of the Ham- 
burg-American Line.

Since the beginning of the war, this 
was the second bit of good ‘news from 
the radio room. We all were happy; 
because even the most lowly fire- 
man knew, from the experiences of 
the past days, what this meant. She 
certainly lifted a heavy load from the 
Captain’s mind. 4. 

As the steamer hove in sight in the 
twilight of approaching day there 
were more happy eyes directed at her 
than at the “Kronprinz Wilhelm” 
when she arrived. The steamer fol- 
lowed along in our wake. Then we 


' stopped and Capt. Koldeway came 
aboard ter instructions.

Most of the crew were Englishmen. They were given 
ample time to gather up their pergonal effects. Then a 
boat carried them, and their belongings, to the “Pata- 
gonia,” 


The Captain decided-to sink the ship, as there was no 
possibility of bringing her in as a prize. Above all, how- 
ever, we could not spare any of our men for this pur- 

The “Bowes Castle” was a brand-new ship, on her 
maiden voyage. She was in perfect condition and fresh- 
ly painted for her first trip home. As it was mecessary 
tc sink her the usual German ‘‘tender-heart” feeling 
cropped out. We grew still and quiet. The joy, aroused 
by the chase, had passed away. And even among the 
men we heard murmurs: “Too bad, such a fine ship,” 

The Captain, a Scotchman, came aboard bringing his 
papers. He made @ very sympathetic impression, was 
really distressed, and made us all feel sorry for him. 

It is not a very fine feeling to have to destroy a work 
of art such as a large, modern steamer. We got used to 
it later on and did not think so much about it. 


The overboard discharge valve and the condenser head 
of the “Bowes Castle” were opened and several bombs 
placed between the boilers and the sides of the ship. 
Although we really saw and heard the explosions of the 
bombs, the sides of the ship were not blown out. The 
force of the detonation was upward through the deck. 
The steamer sank very slowly. 


The weak explosion of the bombs furnished a fine 
opportunity to tease the torpedo officer for a long time 
thereafter. We insisted that the steamer had not sunk, 
but was still driving about on the wide ocean; in fact, 


she had actually reached St. Lucia, ete. The poor T. 0.

19-20 AUGUST. Proceeding along the coast of South 
America on 8. easterly courses. 

21 AUGUST. Far out in the clear, crystal waters of 

the deep-blue ocean, the powerful current of the Ama- 
zon: throws its dirty yellow current, showing its power to 
the seafarer who passes along the Brazilian coast.

We hoisted our anchor and shifted closer to the beach. 
The “KARLSRUHB” dragged around for some time until 
both anchors were down and the current had subsided. 
The “Patagonia,” on the contrary, lay hard and fast with 
her old admiralty anchors down.

A steamer full of merchandise is a regular giant float- 
ing warehouse. Everything that is made ashore in every 
variety of industry is carried across the ocean on her— 
from a needle or a pen point to a sewing machine-and 
the latest creations from Paris. Iticluded therein are also 

eserved food supplies: Holland cheeses, English mar- 

nlades, Norwegian oil sardines and German hams. The 
cargo is always very valuable. 


.Bach firm sends-special shipping papers with its goods 
and that makes a huge pile of documents which the Cap- 
tain hands over to the prize officer. Our Captain laid 
great stress on the careful work of our prize proceedings. 
A prize such as this, therefore, did not bring much real 
pleasure to the prize officer. She makes more work than 

four ordinary steamers would and takes several -days to 
settle the case. 

But “what is bad for one is good for another” is an 
old motto, Our first officer and his 
henchmen, the Boatswain ‘and the 
Boatswain’s Mate,-are especially 
pleaged, and, in this case, the Adju- 
tant was also overjoyed; because the 
steamer was loaded with typwriters. 
The prize officer also took one of 
these and, from now on, the prize 
yeoman wrote on his own machine! 
-Most of the innumerable wishes 
that the Boatswain and the Boat-

The herd has grown to its present 
size from a nucleus of 15 bison pre- 
sented to the Wichita preserve by the 
New York Zoological Society from its 
Zoological Park herd. It is one of the 
ironies of biology that the Southwest, 
over which buffalo formerly ranged 
by thousands, was compelled to’go to 
the Atlantic seaboard to obtain speci- 
mens of the bison. It is also interest- 
ing to discover that the - buffalo, 
though almost extinct, still maintain 
faithfully the social customs of their 
race, and particularly the rites of 
their code duello. 

During the breeding season most of 
the buffalo bulls are segregated in a 
200-acre inclosure, because ‘they fight 
less among themselves when the 
cows, the prizes of their rivalry, 
are not present. . However, many lively free-for- 
all fights occur, sometimes with fatal results. In one 
euch battle several of the younger bulls joined: forces 
against the bully of the herd, “Quanah Parker,” a 12- 
year-old warrior named after a famous Indian chief. 
In the combat a quarter of a mile of woven wire fence 
was torn down and steel posts uprooted. At the end 
“Quanah Parker”. was no more, the other bulls having 
succeeded in killing him. 

But: to return to the duel between “Black Dog” and 
“John Kerr.” » The former, a surly, 9-year-old veteran, 
was turned into-the field with the herd one morning 
late in September. This intrusion was taken as a per- 
eonal affront by another bull, named “Comanche,” which 
at once challenged “Black Dog” to battle.
